Dr. Emanuel 
To Lecture 
On Marriage 

"Preparation for Marriage" will 
be the theme of a speech given 
by Dr. Bltiotl Emanuel, local 
psychiatrist, in the Union Ball- 
room on Thursday, February 11, 
at 4 p.m. 

Dr. Emanuel describes marria- 
ges that fail as an "increasingly 
serious sociol problem." He sta- 
tes that perhaps as many as one 
out of every three marriages in 
the U.S.A. fail, while In Canada 
tlM} ratio is much less. This d<;- 
cllno ho attributes to stricter di- 
vorce laws, ^ 

"Many young people marry be- 
fore they are really ready to un- 
dertake all tho stresses and re- 
sponsibilities of married life, and 
this may have serious effects on 
the social adjustment of tho pres- 
ent and future generations," said 
Dr. Emanuel. 

He also suggests that Montreal 
inaugurate a special counselling 
gervlri! lo help couples who have 
problems in their marriage. Re- 
cently the press announced the 
beginning of a marriage counsel- 
ling service at the .Mental Hygiene 
Institute on Pine Ave. This servi- 
ce will' hâve the psychiatric help 
of Dr. Kinuiiuel.

Polish Socialist 
To Talk Today 
On Europe 

Adam Ciolkosz, Chairman of 
tho Polish Socialist Party In exile, 
will address an open meeting un- 
der the fiponsorshlp of the C.C.F. 
club, today at 1 P.M. in the New 
Club Room. The topic of the 
addrcps and discussion will bo 
"Problems of Eastern Europe." 

Mr. Ciolkosz has spent most of 
the last twenty years in tho Polish 
parliament and then in various 
political prisons. He was first 
elected to the parliament In 1928.' 
In 1930, ho and 21 other leaders 
of the opposition were imprisoned 
by the dictatorial regime in the 
Infamous prison of Brest Litovsk. 

In 1933 he was put on trial 
again and sentenced to three years,! 
nt hard labour. Since that time 
lie has been hounded from pillar 
to post by every major nntl-de- 
mocratic group In Europe. — Un- 
fortunately tlie HiiH.Hl'aiis caught 
him In lu.'tu and on lii.s escape, 
ho was caughi by tlie ne.stupo in .

The Dailv has nh-eady been cut. and it 
is planned to cut it next ycar^to four i.s- 
sues a week, two of them being half our 
present size. Further cut.s would reduce 
our costs, admittodly, but it would reduce 
our revenue even more. Cutting the size 
of our issue completely in half would bring 
is only enough advertising revenue to pay 



Olhtr Drawbacks 

Not only would wc be unable to waste 
our limited space presenting Model Parlia- 
ments "with their colour, fire, wit and sur- 
prises" but we would hardly be able to 
present them at all. The Daily would be 
nothing more than a weekly "Cominfr 
Events" column. 

We doubt if even our severest critics 
would really welcome a Daily of the sort. 
Most of them, Indeed, berate us for not 
trcatiitg certain aspects of college life niorc 
fully. 

Admittedly wc are not perfect; there 
is much room for improvement. Wc hope 
that with a slight reduction in size we will 
still have, enough scope to fulfil our func- 
tions, yet will he able to improve tiic quali- 
ty of TIic Daily by being more selective. 

In any case, the present form of The 
Daily is not an issue. No one proposes to 
maintain it — it's getting too expensive.

Dear Sir: 

What, more money? Let us consider a few 
relevant farts. Firstly, thp preRonl Siurients' .So- 
rirty deficit is due a) to the tri|)lpd costs of print- 
inR the Daily) b) to the fact the SIOC summer 
committee considered tlie Daily worth it; and c) 
to the fact tha'. the SEC as a whole, presented 
with- a fait accompli by its summer committee last 
September, did not think It fair to penalize other 
student activities on that accuunt without advance 
warning. Thus we sec that no SEC has yet tried 
to continue under the changed circumstances with- 
in the present revenues. 

Secondly, the SEC appears to have voted for 
a- fee raise solely on the basis of a purely liiioHm 
report of the committee investigating Daiijr costs 
etc.. While that report is fairly accurate it also 
Indicates tlint we can save approxiinatply ^in,ni)o 
nn present expenditures without greatly rostrlclin;; 
the scope of the Daily — leaving only $.'i,0(i() to 
be saved over this year's costs. (I am assuming 



thai the rebate system' wilt not deprive the SEC 
of all revenu»! from the Dookstore profits.) 

Thirdly, according to election-time figures. 
per cent of the campus Is wholly uninterested in 
the SEC and Its activities. Is It theii representative 
of campus opinion to declare that all present Stu- 
dents' Society expenses are Indispenslble? 

Thare may.be strong arguments in favour of 
a fee raise 'which have not been published yet. 
Certainly, we shall hope to sec the full Students' 
Society hudgct published In the Daily for all to 
read hefore a Students' Society meeting is called. 
I am particularly surprised to findiliatno alterna- 
tives have l>een mentioned instead of a fee raise 
— Jf they are so unpalatable thcy/wlll surely 
^strengthen . your arguments for a raise. At all 
events, the SEC «ceins to have made its decision 
In a very hnsly manner. Perhaps a fee raise is 
jnsi a blind tn obtain a quorum at the next Slu-

She Illustrated 
tho change of attitude within a 
lifotim» by reference to the em- 
ployment of tho world's first 
School Nurse In New York City 
but fifty years ago. 

ailLiD HBAIVm VITAIj 
Health in the schools came un- 
der detailed discussion on the 
broadcast, which was transcribed 
for Health Week presentation on 
CFCF, tomorrow at 11:30 a.m. 
Dr. Nix Btre^sed tho belief that 
tho health of the school child was 
the Joint responsibility of par- 
ents, teachers, school nurse, doc- 
tor, principal, and all others- con- 
cerned with the education and 
development of the child. 

The school no longer considers 
Itself concerned only with tho 
mind, Dr. Nix noted. The new 
educational concept of the "whole 
child" is receiving greater atten- 
tion. Physical well-being is seen 
as a part of overall development, 
and Is related to academic pro- 
gress. "A sick child cannot 
learn", she pointed out. 

lIKAIiTH SIAIXTE.NANCE 
Stress In current health move- 
ments Is on the maintenance of 
physical and mental well-boing 
rather than the treatment of de 
Teloped ills, it was noted. The 
significance of good nutrition Is 
recognized. 



Dr. Nix emphasized that a 
sound School Health Program 
encompassed many aspects of 
child health and safety and was, 
of necessity, a "group" under- 
taking, calling for the fullest co- 
oporrtlbn of ' parent and school 
health "team": teacher, nurse, 
doctor, principal and others con- 
cerned with tho well-being of the 
child. The teacher, who could 
view the child In relation to other 
pupils and who could observo 
day-to-day changes in tho child's 
health, was regarded as key per- 
son in such a program. Tho teach- 
er could "screen" cases requiring 
specialized attention. . 

Dr. Nix was Joined in the dis- 
cussion by a Montreal elementary 
teacher and public health nurse. 

She bad experience both in 

teaching and in public health 
work before Joining the Health 
and Social Medicine staff at Mc- 
0111. She told The Dally that 
health is, of necessity, a year-long 
consideration.
